DECLINES TO VOTE 


Washington, was the only Senator 
present and not vo „ he an- 
nouncing that he declitied to vote 
because he would have a persona!

Without a roll call the Senate 
then reaffirmed its vote and the 
Democratic normal taxes thus were 
substituted for those in the House 
bill, which were 2 per cent on in- 
comes up to $4000, 5 per cent on 
incomes between $4000 and $8000 
and 6 per cent on all above the 
last-named stim. 

Chairman Smoot said his first 
compromise proposal would pro- 
vide for a maximum surtax rate 
r 30 per cent as against the max- 
imum of 26 per cent in the Mellon 
plan. If that is rejected, he will 
propose a maximum of 32 per cent. 
Before there is a final vote on 
the bill, Senate Republicans prob- 
ably will hold a party conference 
to discuss and seek to agree upon a 
general compromise. This confer- 
ence would not be binding, how- 
ever, on those who participated. 
With the preliminary fight over 
the income-tax rates disposed of 
hurriedly, leaders expected that 
the bill.could be brought to a 
final vote by the end of this week. 
Corporation and estate taxes are 
the only remaining big fighting 
points in the measure but two 
score or more individual Senators 
have offered amendments to vari- 
ous sections. 

Senator Simmons announced 
that he would call up later his 
amendment to increase from 
32000 to $5000 the exemption al- 
lowed to heads of families whose 
incomes exceed $5000. The exemp~- 
tions for single men would not be 
changed. Other Democrat Sena- 
tors, however, have amendments 
pending proposing to increase ex- 
emptions for both heads of fami- 
lies and single persons. 

In the discussions today, Sene- 
tor Simmons explained his amend- 
ments in detail and declared the 
effect would be further to reduce 
the taxes paid by persons with 
Small incomes and vet bring to 
the Treasury slightly more in reve- 
nue than would the Mellon plan. 


SEES HEAVY LOSS 

After the surtax substitute had 
been adoptéd and before the vote 
on the normal rate substitute, 
Senator Smoot declared the Sim- 
mons normal rates would result 
in a loss of $38,000,000 to the 
Treasury. Democratic Senators re- 
plied that this loss would be more 
than offset by the increased re- 
turns under the surtax brackets. 

An analysis of the ngworth 
compromise adopted by the House 
and the Simmons plan shows very 
little difference either in the sur- 
tax or normal rates. The Sim- 
mons surtax rates are slightly low- 
er on incomes up to $60,000 and 
about the same on incomes be- 
tween that amount and $80,000. 
On sums above $80,000, they are a 
little higher. 

The only difference in the nor- 
mal rates is a 5 per cent tax in 
the Longworth compromise as 
against 4 per cent tax in the Sim- 
mons plan on the amount of in- 
comes between $4090 and $8000.

Chief Redio Inepector Hes 
Plenty of Hard Wrok 


Ancient Laws All He Has to 
Conduct His Business 


“Just Scratched Surface So 
Far,” is His Belief 
(EXCLUSIVE DIsPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, May 56.—They. 

call him emperor of the ether. 
He is W. D. Terrell and comes 
from “across the river” in Virginia. 
His throne is in Washington. Just 
on ordinary 9x12 room in the De- 
partment of Commerce Building. 
In the Washington directory and 
on the Department of Commerce 
pay roll his title is Chief Radio 
Inspector. 
The title was invented twenty 
years ago, when radio was just 
learning to squawk. There were 
but a few score stations in the 
whole land then. They ticked 
feebiy with dots and dashes, 
which meant something only to 
these who were interested enough 
to learn continental code. They 
knew little of tuning and wave 
lengths, radio telephony and broad- 
casting in those days. 

Congress set him up as ruler of 
the radio because it was thought 
that lives might be saved when 
vessels were sinking if these were 
required to have radio outfits on 
them. Some of the steamship 
companies didn't think it worth 


the investment. A law was 
passed to convince them 
Terrell’s job was to ses that 


able to send out an 58.0.8. call 
if necessary. For a while he was 
supposed to cover the whole United 
States. Just to keep him busy 
Congress gave him authority to 
reguiate the amateurs. Congress 
didn’t know how many thousands 
of amateurs there would be when 
the great American boy learned 
that he could make radio sets of 
his own. 


AMATEURS GET BUSY 

Next, it was decided that an- 
other chap should be § assistant 
emperor out on the Pacific Coast, 
while Terrell patrolled the whole 
Atiantic end of the country. Stil 
his, power was not generally ap- 
preciated. His assisiants grew into 
a staff, with the country divided 
into provinces. The number of 
A grew from a few score 
to about 20,000 in 1920. But the 
public wasn't interested in a few 
boys playing with wireless outfits. 
' The boys who had those sets 
were regarded by fond parents as 
gifted with electrical genius. 

Came the radio telephone with 
broadcasting. Then the deluge! 
The number of radio sets increased 
from 20,000 to 5,000,000 in three 
|\years, S.iddenly everybody cared 
about the realm of the radio. Folks 
who never knew that the ether ex- 
listed found their evening's enter- 
jtainment depending upon it. Every 
| amateur who had been satisfied 
}with sending out dots and dashes 
suddenly conceived an ambition to 
play the phonograph over his 
broadcaster. 

“They were making hash of the 
most marvelous thin in the 
world,” says Terrell. “That's what 
radio is. There's nothing in the 
world like it. And we've only just 
scratched the surface so far.” 

It was then that Terrell faced 
his greatest test. Congress was 
slow in enacting laws governing 
radio telephony. In fact, it was 
so slow it has enacted no new laws 
yet. Terrell is governing the 
ether on old laws provided mainly 
for protecting lives of persons trav- 
eling on vessels. 

Then there took place something 
unique in law-making. At a radio 
conference, scientists, commercial! 
men and public officials agreed 
upon regulations by which the 
ether was to be divided up for the 
greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber. Then they all went home and 
Secretary Hoover, who was chair- 
man of the conference, told Ter- 
rell to enforce the regulations. 

Terrell had to rely upon tact and 
diplomacy as his chief weapons. 
Take a city like New York, for 
example. In many instances there 
are fifty-seven varieties of ama- 
teurs in. single apartment-houses 
there. If. each were allowed to 
broadcast, New York's evening by 
radio would be a bediam. So only 
license broadcast stations were per- 
mitted to operate. 

But in New York fully a dozen 
companies want to broadcast per- 
fectly legitimate programs, often 
at 8 p.m. Five at the most, all 
different wave lengths, might op- 
erate at once. Who was to be shut 
out and who not? Terrell solved 
the problem by having his agents 
work with a Radio Broadcasters’ 
Asociation, which divided up the 
time and the wave lengths each 
da 


y. : 

In other cities, as in Washing- 
ton, the radio broadcasters agreed 
to use alternate nights. Amateurs 
were a more serious problem. The 
temptation of a boy with a broad- 
cast outfit was to turn on the 
current and let it bla-a-a-a-a! Re- 
sult: A bushel of letters to the 
radio inspector. An amateur in 
the national capital, son of a Con- 
greseman acquired that habit once. 
Thought he could get away with it. 
Terrell closed him up. The irate 
dad stormed to the Department 
of Commerce. There was a long 
talk over radio problems and bet- 
ter understanding. Soon the states- 
man was urging in Congress that 
the Chief Radio Inspector be given 
more authority to regulate these 
Amateurs. 

“The amateur is all right.“ says 
Terrell. “They are pioneers in a 
new field. They ought to be en- 
cou 
Mr. Terrell is a quiet, unassum- 
ing man. He is about the last per- 
son you would take to be the boss 
of this vast resource. He 18 an 
amateur himself. Likewise his son. 
He has tried almost every new ra- 
dio trick as it came out. When 
he first came across the river from 
Virginia it was to become a tele- 
graph operator.

of money people put into banks. 
In the usual economic formula 
cash alone does not represent sav- 
ings; those things do represent 
savings which are produced and 
not immediately consumed, but 
added to the national equipment. 
A new house, an extension to a 
barn, a motor tryck, a new road 
these increase national wealth and 
are savings. They may be paid for 
out of people's pockets, out of the 
money deposited in banks, out of 
the premiums collected by insur- 
ance companies, out of building 
and loan funds, out of mortgages 
or out of bond and stock issues. 
“Not less than $9,000,000,000 of 
the American people's savings last 
year went into automobiles, build- 
ings and roads. A total of $2,500,- 
000,000 went into rallroad addi- 
tions, power plants and public 
utilities.

Supply and Demand Not the 
Only Current Factors 
Efforts to Retard Upward. 
Movement Hinted 


Increased Foreign Business 
May Soon Develop

There are evidently other fac- 
tors influencing the copper situa- 
tion than the question of supply 
and demand and the statistical 


position of the metal. Only a 
year ago copper reacted to a price 
of better than 17 cents per pound, 
under conditions that were similar 
although not as favorable as to ; 

There is grave concern in the 
copper industry over the failure 
of the metal to show any substan- 
tial price reaction to the record con- 
sumption of the last year. Indus- 
try is today eating up copper at a

MARKET MANIPULATION 
Of course it would be possible 


for some of

This market manipulation can 
be overcome eventually by the law 
of supply and demand; either by 
the decreasing of the supply or the 
increasing of the demand, thus re- 
moving the balance on which this 
market manipulation is hanging. 
Both of these factors are working 
now and we are progressing in the 
right direction toward higher cop- 
per prices. However, every effort 
is being made from some source to 
retard any upward movement. 

The prospects for increased for- 
eign demand depends upon how 
wholeheartedly Germany and 
France accept the Dawes report 
and live up to fts provisions. 
There os no doubt about the poten- 
tial demand for copper in these 
countries, and it is Heved that 
it has increased in proportion to 
the potential capacity in this coun- 
try 


In ͤan interview recently J. Parke 
Channing, vice-president of the 
Miami Copper Company, stated 
that only increased demand would 
raise the price of copper. 


BETTER FOREIGN DEMAND 

“It is felt,” continued Mr. Chan- 
ning, “that if the Dawes report 18 
carried through to completion, 
there will be a greatly increased 
demand for copper.” 

The view suggested to Mr. Chan- 
ning that possibly the greatly in- 
creased consumption of copper in 
the United States is due in some. 
measure to American electrical 
companies having taken business 
formerly done by Germany, but 
Mr. Channing did not take this at- 
titude at all. He believes that the 
greatly increased consumption of 
the metal in the United States is 
due to uses in this country. Greatly 
increased requirements call for 
— larger supplies of copper 

ere. 

He went on to point out the fur- 
ther demands for copper might be 
expected as the result of very 
large electrical developments in 
Europe, particularly in Italy, Switz- 
erland, Sweden and Norway.

WATCHMAN IMPRISONED 

Behind the detection of the 
gang in the act of blowing the 
Carleton Theater safe and the sub- 
sequent gun battle is a story which 
reads like a chapter from “Nick 
Carter” aud in which V. F. Samp- 
son of the Southwest Patrol Serv- 
ice plays the principal part. For 
an hour and a half, beginn at 
midnight, Sampson was held an 
unsuspected prisoner on the roof 
of the theater by the bandit trio 
as they went about their work in 
the ticket office below. Sampson, 
fearful of revealing his presence, 
and chancing the posible escape 
of the bandits, finally dropped 
from the roof of the theater to 
a bridge connecting with another 
bullding, gained the ground unseen 
and wormed his way to a telephone 
across the street. 

According to this story, Samp- 
son discovered Hogan acting as 
lookout at approximately midnight 
Believing Hogan to be a stick-up 
man Sampson gained the roof of 
the theater to watch him. For an 
hour the patrolman had the look- 
out below under surveillance when 
the two other bandiw joined him. 

“Is everything ‘all ruht,.“ one of 
the newcomers asked Hogan. 

“All clear,” Hogan replied. 


Sprague then jim- 
mied door to the ticket booth 
and went to work on the safe, 
their pounding clearly audible to 
the patrolman on the roof. After 
a half hour, Sampson managed to 
escaped unseen when Hogan was 
at the other end of a “beat” he 
was making around the theater. 

Shortly after the arrival of Om 
cers, Deardorff, Neely, Kohne and 
Pound from University precinct, 
Foley and Sprague, having set 
their charge in the safe, came out 
of the ticket bocth. In the mean- 
time Officer Deardorff had cap- 
tured Hogan, disarmed and placed 
the handcuffs an him without 
arousing the suspicions of the two 
men in the ticket booth.

“beat” under threat of fire.

G AMERICAN TRADE-WINNERS 
An income tax payable mon has 
been put into operation by the Mexican 
government, applying to all residents in 
the southern republic, and Americans affect- 
ed by it now feel more strongly than ever 
what they consider the injustice of being 
compelled to make income-tax returns to 
their own country. | 
For several years the American chambers 
of commerce of Mexico City and Tampico 
have been protesting against the assessing 
of income taxes by the American govern- 
ment on incomes earned and paid in Mex- 
ico. They assert that English, French, Ger- 
mans and other foreigners in Mexico do 
not have to pay any taxes to their home 
governments on their Mexican incomes and 
American business men in Mexico, there 
fore, are placed at a competitive disadvan- 
tage. They contend that they are carrying 
American trade to Mexico, increasing the 
demand for American goods there, acting 
as unpaid commercial representatives. 
They also point out that their expenses 
are often high and, though their profits 
also may be high, they endure all the in- 
conveniences and deserve the rewards. 


Europe receive much more encouragement 
from their governments in their efforts to 
secure foreign trade than Americans do. 

Heretofore Mexico has not collected in- 
come taxes except in 1921, when a levy 
was made against all incomes for one 
month to provide funds for the centennial 
celebration. Thd United States govern- 


ment then permitted Americans in Mexico 


to deduct the amount of the income taxes 
paid Mexico from the total due the United 
States. Now that Mexico has begun col- 
lecting income taxes monthly the same poli- 
cy doubtless will wipe out the taxes due 


„ the United States. Still Americans there 


will be compelled to go before consular of- 


seems that the American government could 
afford to tax Americans living in foreign 
countries only on the incomes they derive 
from their own country—especially since 


the spread of American trade. 

Wherever Americans are numerous in 
Mexico there are American stores, and 
American goods are in increasing demand, 
not only from Americans, but from Mex- 
icans, to whom the Americans introduce 
them. Golden State butter, as an example, 
now is used by tens of thousands of Mex- 
ican families who never heard of it till 
Americans introduced it. Hundreds of ath- 
er articles of daily use are likewise in de 
mand. Yet the American grocer or other 
merchant who introduced them there has 
had to pay income taxes to his government 
at just the same rate as if he had stayed 
at home, gone to no trouble to learn the 
language and laws and ways of a foreign 
land, taken no risks such as any merchant 
is bound to take in a strange country and 
done nothing for American foreign com- 
merce. That hardly seems in line with 
American fairness.

Madeline, who gave her address

DISCOVERY ACCIDENTAL 

Discovery of her was, as might

gun about twelve years ago. 
three bond issues aggregating 
$73,000,00° have been voted by the

Contract already awarded or 
pending wili require the expendi- 
ture of practically all the money 
in sight for new construction. it 
was stated. The bond fund is ex- 
pected to be exhausted within the 
next few months and it will de- 
volve upon the next Legislature to 
work out a new plan to finance 
future projects.

The proverbial statement that a 
harbor is for vessels and rats must 
be corrected when used in con- 
nection with Los Angeles Harbdy, 
the City Bureau of Sanitation and 
Housing declared yesterday. 

Following a three months’ cam- 
paign to rid the water front of the 
pests, Arthur Potts, chief sani- 
tary inspector, and C. K. Stewart, 
in charge of rodent control, an- 
nounced that the entire area has 
been cleared of the rats. 

Some time ago an appeal was 
made to the department in which it 
was stated that the rats not only 
were overrunning the wharves but 
were making life miserable for 
storekeepers along Front street. 
The Sixth-street wharf was men- 
tioned as their special rendezvous. 

An inspection tour of the water 
front yesterday disclosed but one 
remaining animal alive beneath 
the ferry landing. He was prompt- 
ly disposed of. 

According to Mr. Potts the poi- 
soned animals have been kind 
enough to select an obscure cave 
in which to choose a grave. 

The department also announced 
that the ground squirrels which 
have done considerable damage in 
the Oro Vista district at San Pe- 
dro are now practically gone. The 
district is said to have been 
opened recently and the va gh 
ruined much of the e and 
grass in the area.
